A  Mole  appearing  on  the  upper  fide  of  th^^ 
right  temple,  in  either  fex,  denotes  another 
on  the  extremity  of  the  belly  ;  fignifying  to 
a  man  a  fteady  fortune,  and  a  continuation^ 
of  riches  ;  and  to  a  v/oman,  a  happy  mar- 
riage,  and  a  peaceful  life. 

A  man  or  woman  having  a  Mole  near 
file  eye-brow  on  the  right  temple^  denotes 
another  on  the  right  loin,  fignifying  thfe  par- 
ty will  gain  much  efieem,  favour^  love  and^ 
advantage,  and  conliderable  riches,  by  lega- 
cies, dowries,  and  reverfian^* 

A  Mole  on  the  throat,  on  the  left  fide  of 
the  wind-pipe,  denotes  another  on  the  right 
fide  ©f  the  hip;  and  fignifies  that  the  per- 
fon,  if  a  man,  will  fuffer  much  by  falls  and 
bruifes  ;  but  if  a  woman,  it  prognofticates 
danger  by  water  or  lightning.  ^ 
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A  mole  on  the  rigkt  fide  of  the  faee 
behind  the  eye,  denotes  another  on  th^ 
right  fide  of  the  buttoek  or  haunch  ;  figni- 
fying  much  honour  and  preferment  to  befal 
a  man ;  and  to  a  woman,  much  praife  for 
her  virtue,  and  a  continuation  of  profperity. 

A  Mole  appearing  oft  the  right  fide  of 
the  temple,  in  the  lower  part,  inclining 
ibmewhat  towards  the  neck,  denotes  an- 
other on  the  right  ribs ;  fiiews  a  man  to  be 
of  natural  promptnefs,  and  induftrious  j 
and  thereby  obtaining  great  riches:  to 
a  woman  it  promifes  good  fortune,  long i 
life;,  modefty j  and  chaftity. 

A  mole  on  the  left  fide  of  the  face^i 
towards  the  upper  part  of  the  comer  of  ^ 
the  eye,  denotes  another  under  the  left; 
loin  or  thigh  ;  fignifies,  to  either  f ex,  peril, 
in  travel  J  and  dangerous  diieafes,  withi 
great  trouble,  difcontent,  and  iometiines 
a  violent  and  very  fudden  death*  c 

A  mole  oB  the  left  fide  cf  the  temple^ 
near  the  eye4id,  in  a  man  or  wmxmiy  de- . 
notes  another  on  the  left  fide  of  tiae^  but- 
tock ;  and  betokens  a  ruftic,  harfh^  and. 
fordid  temper,  and  that  the  party  ihall 
held  in  contempt  by  their  acquaintances,  j 
A  mole  appearing  oni  the  left  fide  of  the 
face,  near  the  corner  of  the  eye,  denotts 
another  an  the  left  buttock,  fignifying  much 
lickneis  and  trouble/ loany  thwartiags  and.

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A  Mole  on  the  left  ch§ek,  inclining  io^

A  Mole  on  the  upper  pa,rt  of  the  right  ear, 
denptes  another  oh  the  right  fide  of  th$ 
belly  ;  fignifying  to  a  man,  he  will  commit 
fuch  crimes  as  will  caufe  him  to  fall  into 
the  hands  of  Juftice,  and  eadanger  his  life; 
and  denotes  a  woman  to  be  falfe,  cruel,  an4 
of  a  very  inconftant  difpofition. 

A  Mole  on  the  lower  part  of  th©  tip  of 
the  ear,  denotes  another  on  the  right  fide  j 
and  predicts  a  man  or  woman  liable  to 
hurts  and  bruif^s  by  falls  or  blows,  with 
many  other  cafualtieSj  which  may  very 
much  endanger  their  lives  and  property. 

A  Mole  on  the  outfide  of  the  upper  parts 
of  th^  left  ear  of  a  man  or  woman,  denote* 
another  on  the  left  fide  of  the  belly ;  which 
threatens  the  former  with  great  inisfor- 
tuiies,  and  the  latter  with  infamy  and  dis- 
grace, though  very  undeferved. 

A  Mole  on  the  chin  of  a  woman,  denotes 
her  to  he  of  a  hafty,  crabbed,,  ill-natured 
dispofition  J  but  on  a  maa  it  df potes  nodkl? 

A  Mole  on  the  middle  of  the  lefe  eiir. 
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fliews  the  like  IS  to  be  found  on  the  lower 
part  of  the  left  fide  ;  denoting  a  man  to  be 
of  an  evil  nature^  cruel  and  inhuman  j  ancf 
to. a  woman  it  pretends  great  trouble  and' 
Ihdrt  life. 

A  Mole  on  the  lower  part  of  the  left  ear 
fliews, the  like  on  the  lower  part  o£  the  left 
fide  ;  denoting  a  man  to  fall  into  great  trou- 
ble by^means  of  Women,  by  quarreliing  and 
fighting  on  their  behalf;  and  betokens  a. 
woman  to  be  of  a  mifchievoiis  difpofitidnj^ 
one  who  Ihouid  be  detefted,  threatening 
fiet  with  the  commiffion  of  murder,  by 
poifon  or  otherw^ife.

A  Mole  under  the  hoHoW  of  the  right 
eye,  by  the  inward  part  of  the  nofe,  denotes 
another  on  the  middle  of  the  body,  ab^re 
the  members,  figriifying  a  man  to  be  hafty, 
proud,  and  fuHous  ;  and  a  woman  to  be 
felf-conceitedy  vain-gloriousj  and  of  a  very 
weak  and  fliallow  underftanding,  though 
a  great  pretender  to  knowledge  in  every 
refpefit.

There  are  certain  Rules  which  muft  be-

fquee^ing  their  hand,  gently  treading  on 
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thehr  toes ;  and  when  you  kifs,  bear  dofe 
t0  them,  and  you  will  foon  perctive,  by 
their  eager  looks^  bluibing,  and  their  often 
changing  of  coiour^  that  now  is  the  time

Dark  brown  hair  fignifies  an  indefferent 
good  temper,  loving  and  affable,  onfe  eafy 
to  be  wrought  on  with  good  ufage. 

Light  brown  hair,  that  is  not  harfli  or 
broken  at  the  ends,  fiiews  the  party  very^^^ 
loving  and  good  natured,  ioduftrious  and 
patient  in  the  pleafures  of  marriage. 

Flaxen  hair  is  Venus's  own  colour,  and 
rarely  fails,  in  any  one,  to  render  a  foft^r 
kind  temper,  ufuaily  of  a  fair  and  fanguinev 
complexion,  very  amorous  and  apt  to  love.r 

Dufky  red  hair,  ftiews  the  perfon  melan- 
choly, and  of  a  morofe  temper,  not  much

Bright  or  deep  red  hair  Ihews  the  party 
to  be  very  lecherous  *,  one  that  will  have 
niany  cbiidren,  and  very  pleafing  in  mar- 
riage ;  yet  apt  to  ft  ray  if  fat isf  action  in  mar- 
riage fails.
